We keep mentioning bulbs 
because now is an_ excellent 
time to plant them and we have 
a pasedactul selection. Also 
because if we don't sell them all 
we may have to eat what's left. 
You may not know it but they 
look better than they taste. . 

Raking leaves you are ac- 
uainted with and we have 
a grades of rakes — good, 
bad and lousy. If the leaves 
are too small to rake then fer- 
tilize this fall to make larger 
leaves next year. 

Last of all is the digging up 
and chopping down depart- 
ment. Old worn out zinnias 
and similar items should be re- 
moved and disposed of. Any- 
thing too big to dig you can 
chop down and we'll peddle you 
another plant. Remember we're 
open Sundays from nine ‘til 
four.

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Hello. I should say I had a per- 
fect time and a grand flight. If 
you travel no more than I do you 
will remember certain things and 
places that will stay with you in 
retrospect long after you have 
reached home. With me Minne- 
sota’s beautiful scenery will al- 
ways be an incentive to return.

* OUR COMMENT last week to 
the effect that there was a certain 
amount of confusion concerning 
construction of a National Guard 
armory in Porterville brought ex- 
pressions of surprise in some quar- 
ters, so, just to keep the record 
straight, let’s review a little: It 
was something more than a year 
ago when the long-talked-of Na- 
tional Guard armory project in 
Porterville began to build up 
enough steam to begin to look like 
something might happen; state 
money was made available through 
efforts of our good state senator, 
J. Howard Williams, the wheels 
were apparently turning in Wash- 
ington for additional money, and 
city officials, after considerable 
study, and consultation with Na- 
tional Guard personnel, decided 
that a good spot for the armory 
would be adjacent to the fair 
grounds at Grevilla and proposed 
extension of Olive. 

ORIGINAL PLAN was for the 
city of Porterville. to negotiate 
with the Santa Fe Land Improye- 
ment company, owners of the prop- 
erty, on a long-term lease or pur- 
chase then, if the city of 
Porterville could obtain the prop- 
erty, turn it over to the National 
Guard as an armory site. How- 
ever, it developed that a more sat-

isfactory plan for all concerned 
would be for Santa Fe to deal with 
the State of California,’ so, on 
October 5, 1956, a grant deed be- 
tween Santa Fe and the state, 
along with a purchase price of 
$2,000 from the city of Porterville, 
went into escrow. 


IN JANUARY of 1957, officials 
of the California National Guard 
informed city officials that things 
were cooking just right, that 
money was available, the Guard 
was ready to go, and that Por- 
terville would be using its new 
armory by Christmas of this year. 

BUT CERTAIN details had to 
be ironed out between Santa Fe 
and the State of California — who 
would retain mineral rights on 
the property sold; could Santa Fe 
whipstock under the property for 
oil or water; who was going to 
take care of property for streets;
